chest playing bad terminated in the customary
result, he percelved tbat the king was excos-
myvely noosed. 1 the mot ook ﬁim by eur-
prise, his stock of common sense must have
heen but small, On renching his homne he said
1o his tamlly i—""My dear children, we mav as
well pack up and thke ourselves off at onoe,
I'his le no longer n place for us, for the king
Lins fallen iuto a violent rege because he could
not beat me ut choss,”

Richer, monk of Senones, in his “History of
his Abbey," relutes that Ferrand, Count of

Fiauders, always {ll-trented bis wile when she
pinyed chess with him and won. One sort ot
benling mvelved another, The battle of Bou-
vines (July 12, 1914) was the conseqoence of &
vame thus ungallsntly concluded, in which
buttle the Count wus waie prisoner, brought 1o
FPare, ironed band and foot, and =but vpia the
fower of the Louvre. The Countesa Jenune (who
wus the danghter ol the Emperor o0 Coustantis
nople, and ward o! Philip Augustus) was conse-
gquently leit to govern her domiiows all her own

& mote nminble adversary,

One v unwilling to question King Canute's
mugnanimity, siter his fumous rebuke of qs
eourtivrs; but hie mind seemed to have been
legx prool nealinst the excitements of chess than
the blandishments of flavtery.

out ot gix. To convince him that such was
really the case, the pricst rang the plarm-bell of
s pureounte, summeoning m that way his pa-
rishioners. to mike then umpires of the dispute.
Ap the same trick was trequently repeated, his
flock got tired of the procecding, and Look no
further notice of .the suwmons,

Oue duy his hous: dud cateh fire. The priest
rung his plarm-bell e wvain, Nobudy came,
and when he complained, he was told that peo-
ple conld nut leave their household affairs for
the snke ol g truwpery guiae of chess, “Alasg!”
